A Pearfnl Explosion in a Factory at 
San Francisco.

Two others were proba- 
bly fatally injured. Two more unfortu- 
nates are believed to be buried in the 
ruins. 
There were three boilers in the 
factory ranged side by side.

Frank 
Hodge had both arms and legs broken. 
Wm. Ball was badly cut around the 
body. 
One body was found on a lum- 
ber pile crushed into a shapeless mass. 
The head had been severed. 
It has not 
been identified. Charles Anderson, an 
employe of the Contra Costa laundry, 
was terribly crushed. A man named 
Daly, who was in the engine room, is 
missing. 
John Dolan was blown out of 
the building but escaped uninjured.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—There is the 
best of authority for the statement that 
Secretary Noble has asked the president 
to remove Pension Commissioner Tanner 
and that the president has consented to 
the removal. 


Commissioner Tanner's successor may 
be named this week. 
No official state- 
ment has been given out, but there is 
every reason to believe that the presi- 
dent is now considering the choice of a 
new commissioner of pensions. 


A member of the cabinet stated this 
morning that this would be Commis- 
sioner Tanner's last day in office. 
It is 
not known who is to be his successor. 


At noon to-day no formal notice of 
Commissioner Tanner's removal had 
reached the Secretary of the Interior. 
The commissioner is not at his office 
to-day. 
He bade good bye to some of 
his friends in the office last night aiid 
to-day he is at his home in the suburbs. 
There is little if any doubt of his re- 
moval. 


TANNEB SUSPENDED. 


The Tanner question came to a head 
yesterday when the commissioner of 
pensions was suspended, pending the 
investigation of the affairs of his office, 
and Deputy Commissioner Smith was 
detailed to act in his place. 
It is com- 
monly understood that Secretary Noble 
has said to the president that in view of 
the facts developed in the investigation 
of the pension office by the Commis- 
sioner appointed by him for that pur- 
pose, he cannot countenance the con- 
tinuance of Commissioner Tanner in 
office, and that if some summary action 
is not taken, his resignation will be at 
the president's disposal. 


It is assured that this discussion has 
detained the president in the city for 
thé last two days, which he had expected 
to spend àt Deer Park. On Wednesday 
of last week, when Secretary Noble re- 
turned from Richfield Springs, it was 
stated in the United Press dispatches 
that he had determined to take decisive 
action in the Tanner matter. 
Later in 
the week, it was stated in these dis- 
patches, that the friends of Commis- 
sioner Tanner generally conceded the 
strong probability of his removal. 


Secretary Noble waited 
until the 
president had disposed of the extra ses- 
sion question and other matters of im- 
portance which were before him, before 
taking the papers on the Tanner case to 
the executive mansion. 


It is understood the matter was dis- 
cussed Saturday afternoon and again on 
Monday, after the president's return 
from Baltimore. It was on Monday, it 
is said that the determination to sus- 
pend Commissioner Tanner was reached. 


Both Secretary Noble and the com- 
missioner refuse to make statements for 
publication, but the statement is made, 
with some show of authority, that Sec- 
retary Noble notified Mr. Tanner of bis 
suspension from office, pending investi- 
gation, and that the commissioner re- 
fused to accept the order of the secre- 
tary; that Deputy Commissioner Smith 
was then called by the secretary of the 
interior and formally instructed to take 
charge of 4he pension bureau; that the 
order was taken to the pension bureau 
and shown to Commissioner Tanner, 
who then left the office and went to his 
home in Georgetown. 


He was much agitated and his nerves 
have been much unstrung since the oc- 
currence, as was evident to a reporter 
of the United Press who called upon 
him, and to whom he refused to make fk 
statement. 
The commissioner has sent 
some of his friends to the president and 
to Secretary Noble and is awaiting a 
final decision of the question of his re- 
moval. 


Senator Hiscock was closeted with 
Secretary Noble for a time this after- 
noon, presumably discussrog the matter. 


If Commissioner Tanner is removed 
from the head of the pension office, it 
will be on charges of ineffiency and in- 
discretion, based on his action of mak- 
ing special a large number of pension 
cases, on the action of some of his subor- 
dinates in making re-ratings for each 
other, and on the speeches and inter- 
• views credited to the commissioner in 
the newspapers and whose authenticity 
he has not denied. 


The commission investigating the re- 
ratings in the office has reported from 
time to time, to the secretary of the in- 
terior, the discovery of wholesale m- 
rating among the employes of the office, 
to the partial exclusion of other pen- 
sioners, It is thought that this report 
will bi9 ready in a few days, and will be 
givet^ to tbe pablio iu juBtiflot^^Qo ol tli9

STORm STIliL. RACilN» 


Along the Eastern Coast aud Doing 
a Great Amount off Damage. 


SoMERS POINT, N. J., Sept. 11—Com- 
munication has been established be- 
tween Atlantic City and the mainland 
at this place by means of yachts and 
steamers, and show a frightful state of 
affairs. The storm is still raging with 
unabated fury, and added to the horror 
of the wind and waves was that of fire. 


A steamer brought the intelligence 
that a fire was i-aging in Atlantic City, 
and that buildings alongside the burn- 
ing buildings were demolished to pre- 
vent a general conflagration. 


What the burning buildings are the 
captain of the steamer could not say. 
Additional intelligence is to the effect 
that one of the largest hotels at the 
Inlet was this morning destroyed by the 
waves, together with several cottages. 
No definite information as to the names 
or locality could be given. 


At 1:30 p. m. a captain of a yacht ar- 
rived and stated that the Continental 
hotel or Sea Isle City, was undermined 
by waves and entirely destroyed. There 
is great anxiety to hear from Sea Isle 
City, as reports are that the city has 
been wiped out. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—The fury of the 
Coney waves has subsided, but wreck- 
age is strewn from one end of the Island 
to the other, and diiftwood is jammed 
in massive piles in scores of places. All 
that is left of a quarter of a mile of the 
once pretty concourse, is an irregular 
line of jagged blocks of concrete pave- 
ment. 


Manhattan Beach grounds are ruined. 
The bulkhead has been broken asunder 
and great gaps have taken the place of 
the once smooth walks. 
There are 
scarcely ten feet of concrete blocks left. 
They have been washed away or covered 
with sand or mud all about the big ho- 
tel. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Sept. 11.—Latest 
advices from Breakwater are that up to 
nine o'clock this morning sixteen ves- 
sels were ashore, the wind was still high 
and more damage is expected. 
A few 
of the vessels on shore may be saved. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 11.—It is 
stated here this afternoon that a man 
reached Atlantic City 
from Somer's 
Point this morning and returned. He 
reported all of the board walk gone and a 
few houses washed away in South At- 
lantic, but says Atlantic City property 
is entirely safe. This report has not 
been verified, however.

Coxigreasmaa Cox died at his home in 
New York City last evening. He re- 
tumed several weeks ago from a lector- 
ing tonr in Dakota and Washington ter- 
ritory in his tisnal good health, and left 
for Washington in the interest of one 
of his constituents. Here he caught 
cold, which was followed by malariid 
fever and resulted in his dea^. 


Mr. Cox has been in public life for 
more thui thirty years, most of t^e time 
in congress, of which he is a member- 
elect, and the news of his dea&, will be 
received with deep regret by everyone 
familiar with his public services. 


His reputation as a congressman was 
based in a large measure upon the ready 
humor with which he carried iorward 
debate or illuminated his set iq>eeche8. 
But this was only a partial view of him. 


He was a man not only of brilliant 
attainments, but of solid parts and hiß 
efELciency as a legislator was recognized 
by his constituents who repeatedly re- 
turned him to congress. 
His wit often 
enlivened the house and his reputation 
in that regard has been made through 
no fault of his at the expense of his 
repute as a sober publicist, whose ser- 
vice in the house has been substantial. 
The men in congress of his caliber were 
not many and his place will be hard to 
fill.

The Wabash had a fatal accident this 
morning.

Orrin Boss, assistant ticket agent at 
the

General Paggenger Agent Chandler, 
of the Wabash, passed through the city 
last night, enroute to St. Louis. 


W. S. Lincoln, chief engineer of the 
Wabash road at St. Louis, is in the city 
at the bedside of his brother, Edmund 
Lincoln, who is very ill. 


The Wabash limited last night going 
west consisted of twelve cars filled with 
passengers. Twenly-nine persons took 
the train in this city for points west. 


John Slater, of the Pittsburg black- 
smith shops, was at Churubusco yester- 
day in attendance upon the installation 
exercises of a new Baptist minister at 
that place. • 


A large number of the shop and rail 
road employes "got left" in the Louis 
iana lottery drawing yesterday. As 
rule a fellow has got to lose 1,999 times 
before he wins. 


Clinton Bourie, of Storekeeper Enoch 
Cox's ofl&ce, has taken the position of 
clerk in the machinery department at 
the Pittsburg car shops. 
He is a capa- 
ble young gentleman and will prove a 
favorite. Frank Sweringen will super- 
intend the testing of car wheels for the 
company at the Bass works. 


The Brotherhood of EaUway Con- 
ductors is organizing divisions at all 
important railway centers. This organ- 
ization is composed of conductors, who, 
it is expected will amalgamate with the 
Brotherhood of Xjocomotive Engineers, 
Firemen and Switchmen, and are under- 
stood to be in favor of strikes where ar- 
bitration will not accomplish desired re- 
sults. They will assist each other in 
case there is a strike at any point where 
there is an organized division. 


A railroad official who has given the 
matter some investigation stated that 
the shipments of fruits and vegetables 
from the Southern States to the North- 
ern markets now reached ten car-loads 
where they reached one five years ago, 
This remark, ho said, would apply to Ull 
the roads over which such freights are 
shipped. There are now over two thou- 
sand refrigerator fruit-cars running be- 
tween the South and North. 
Five 
years ago there»were practically none. 


Judge Briggs, of the Greene county 
court has rendered a decision that is of 
great int^'est to railroads. 
Under a 
state law the railroads must post on a 
blackboard at the depots notice of the 
arrival and departure of all trains, if 
they are on time, and if not how late 
they are. 
Failure to do this involves a 
penalty of $25 for each offense, part of 
the penalty going to the prosecuting at- 
torney and part to the school fund. 
Numerous suits have been filled in dif- 
ferent counties, the "Big Four" alone 
having penalties amounting to $48,000 
charged it. 
At Bloomfield the Penn- 
sylvania was charged with $4,000 in 
penalties. S. O. Pickens went to Bloom- 
field and fought tiie suit, arguing against 
the coifttitutionality of the law. Mr. 
Pickens has been notified that Judge 
Briggs decided that the penalties can be 
enfprced against the railroad companies.

He bade good bye to somo ol 
his friends in the offlce last night and 
lo-day he is at his home in the suburbs 
There is little if any doubt of his re- 
moval 


TANNEE SUSPENDED. 


The Tanner question came to a head 


yesterday when tho commissioner of 
pensions was suspended, pending the 
investigation of the affairs of his office, 
and Deputy Commissioner Smith was 
detailed to act in his place. It is com- 
monly understood that Secretary Noble 
has said to the president that in view of 
the facts developed in the investigation 
of UM pension office by the Commis- 
sioner appointed by him for that pur- 
pose, he cannot countenance the con- 
turauoe of Commissioner Tanner in 
office, and that if some snmmarv notion 
is not taken, his resignation will be at 
the president's disposal. 


It is assured that this discussion has 


detained the president in the city for 
the last two days, which he had expected 
to spend a't Deer Pork. On Wednesday 
of last week, when Secretary Noble re- 
turned from Richfield Springs, it was 
Staled in the United Press dispatches 
that he hod determined to take decisive 
action in the Tanner matter. Later in 
tho week, it was stated in those ilis- 
patches, that the friends of Commis- 
sioner Tanner generally conceded tho 
strong probability of his removal. 


Secretary Noble waited until the 


president bod disposed of the extra ses- 
sion question and other matters of im- 
portance which were before him, before 
taking the papers on tho Tanner case to 
tho executive mansion. 


It is understood tin. matter was dis- 


cussed Saturday afternoon and again on 
Monday, alter tho president's return 
from Baltimore. It was on Monday, it 
is said that the determination to sus- 
pend Commissioner Tanner was reached. 


Both Secretary Noble and the com- 


missioner refuse to make statements for 
publication, but tho statement is mode, 
with some show of authority, that Sec- 
retary Noble notified Mr. Tanner of his 
suspension from office, pending iuvosti- 
jntion, and that the commissioner re- 
fused to accept tho order of the secre- 
tary; that Deputy Commissioner Smith 
was then called by the secretary of tho 
interior and formally instructed to take 
charge of tho pension bureau; that tho 
order was taken to the pension bureau 
and shown to Commissioner Tanner, 
»ho then left the office and wont to his 
home in Georgetown. 


He was much agitated and his nerves 


have boon much unstrung since the oc- 
currence, as was evident to a reporter 
of the United Press who called upon 
him, and to whom he refused to make a 
statement 
Tho commissioner has sent 


some of his friends to the president and 
a Secretary Noble and is awaiting a 
final decision of tho question of his re- 
moval. 


Senator Hiscook was closeted with 


Secretary Noble for a time this after- 
noon, presumably discussing the matter. 


If Commissioner Tanner is removed 


from the head of the pension office, it
